For the past month, Yugoslav Wagon Lite conductors have not been permitted 

25X1 to enter Bulgaria, and Bulgarian conductors have not been allowed entry 
into Yugoslavia. Previously, Yugoslav conductors went as far as Dragoman, 
Bulgaria, at which point the cars were turned over to Bulgarian conductors. 
Under the new arrangement, Yugoslav conductors remain in the Wagon Lits 
care as far as Caribrod, Yugoslavia at which point they lock the cars by 
key and allow them to proceed as far as Dragoman without conductors. On 
the Bulgarian side, the cars are opened upon arrival. On the return run, 
the same procedure is followed from Dragoman. 
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
